Oklahoma City, Feb. 20.—Whether 
or not there is to be an immediate 
special session of the Oklahoma leg­ 
islature, following the regular ses­ 
sion which will adjourn shortly aft­ 
er 'March 4, is tim general topic of 
conversation among the legislators. 
The opinions vary widely. A majority 
think not. Several of the senators 
think so. It is said that Governor 
Cruce has intimated in the last twen­ 
ty-four hours that a short special 
session not to exceed twenty-five days 
would not be so bad. 


Many say that a 
special 
session 
sometime within the next year will 
be imperative, if the state is to be 
redistricted congressionally. A major­ 
ity of the legislators are inclined to 
think and hope that this redistrict­ 
ing session will be called next wint­ 
er. 


Governor Cruce, in addressing the 
democratic house caucus last Thurs­ 
day night, said he saw no need of 
a special session. In one of his first 
special ^messages he stated emphati­ 
cally that there would be no special 
session unless some great and un­ 
foreseen contingency should arise. 
Eleven More Days. 
With but eleven days remaining of 
the $6 per day session, it is now a 
question of what legislation must ab­ 
solutely be attended to. A week ago 
it was said that congressional redis­ 
tricting, the code and the appropria­ 
tions must be put through at all 
hazards. Now it is almost a certain­ 
ty that the congressional redistricting 
bill will not pass by March 4, and 
unlikely that it will be passed at this 
session. It is also beginning to ap­ 
pear unlikely that the long stand­ 
ing code quarrel will be settled this 
session. Only the appropriations re­ 
main on the list of legislation that 
must be passed. Some of the public 
buildings 
appropriations 
will 
have 
a hard time getting through. Main­ 
tenance appropriations for the state 
government and state institutions, for 
the next two years, totalling five or 
six million dollars, must, of course be 


passed. That cannot be avoided nor 
gor around, and will not occasion 
much 
fighting. 
'Many of the legislators say they 
will stay on a few days after March 
4 at $2 per day, but none are inclin­ 
ed to stay much longer than a week. 
Many will go home as soon as the 
automatic decrease in pay ceases. In 
ten days after the drop to $2. per day 
it is doubtful that a quorum could be 
had. In addition the farmer members 
are prone to go homeward by corn 
planting time. 
Redistricting Bill. 
There are two reasons why most 
of the legislative leaders now’ think 
there is no chance of passing the 
congressional redistricting bill at the 
present session. One is the uncertain­ 
ty of the national apportionment bill 
in the United States congress. Anoth­ 
er is that such a hard fight as this 
subject would occasion could hardly 
he jammed in the few’ days remain­ 
ing. There are too many men want­ 
ing to go to congress, and each want­ 
ing a nice little district cut out es­ 
pecially for himself. The suggestion 
is made that the state need not be 
redistricted now-; that the three ad­ 
ditional congressmen could be elected 
at large in 1912, and the state redis­ 
tricted at the regular session in 1913. 
But this idea does not please the poli­ 
ticians.

The quail shipment was surround­ 
ed by cases of eggs and only about 
half the car was occupied.

TERELER DRAWS 


LIFE TERM 


Oklahoma City, Feb. 20.—“We find 
•the defendant guilty of murder, as 
charged in the first count of the in­ 
dictment and we fix his punishment 
at hard labor in the penitentiary for 
life,” was the verdict the jury in the 
district court brought in Saturday 
afternoon against Rudolph Tegeler, 
after many 
had 
despaired 
of 
an 
agreement, and believed the defend­ 
ant would have to be tried a fourth 
time for the murder of James R. 
Meadows on June 4, 1907. 
This ends, for the time being, the 
most hard fought and complicated 
murder case in the history of Okla­ 
homa county. Attorneys for the de­ 
fendant still will fight the case in 
the criminal court of appeals. 
There was an exciting time around 
the court house when it became ru­ 
mored that the jury had reached a 


verdict, and speculation was rife as 
to whether it would be an acquittal. 
The jury had been out since Wednes­ 
day night, and repeatedly reported to 
the court that an agreement was im­ 
possible. 
When District 
Judge 
Brow’n 
of 
Mangum, who has presided through 
the trial, was notified, he immediate­ 
ly sent word to the attorneys for the 
defendant, w’ho brought with them 
Tegeler, who had been released on 
bail. When Tegeler arrived in the 
court room, he took his seat beside 
the attorneys with the 
same 
placid 
manner that has characterized his 
conduct through the trial, and when 
the verdict was read not a trem or 
could be seen to pass over him. He 
has had the same expression, and 
acted the same ever since he was 
first charged with the crime.

Union Pacific plans to equip its en­ 
tile system with wireless apparatus 
for sending messages from moving 
trains to stations along the One is 
the announcement of Dr. Frederick 
Miller of Omaha, an electrical ex­ 
pert in the employ of the railroad.

“We have decided 
to adopt the 
wireless telephone,

our ex­ 
perimental work shows to be entire­ 
ly practicable,” Dr. Miller told the 
New York Railroad club at its an­ 
nual meeting here. 
"Within a year or so wireless tele­ 
phoning from moving trains will be 
a feature of the daily operation of 
trains on 
the Union 
Pacific. Two 
wireless stations will be established 
this summer, one at Sidney, Neb., and 
ne at Cheyene, Wyo., ISO miles apart 
on a sigle track line. We expect to 
keep up communication with moving 
trains between 
these stations and

T he wireless telephone which we 
have devised and have been using 
in Omaha is sufficiently powerful for 
messages to be received from a con­ 
siderable distance by simply attach­ 
ing the receiving apparatus to an or­ 
dinary umbrella held over the opera­ 
tor's head.
